Judge Dunne Tells New Yorkers How

New York, April 8.—Fresh from his 
i triumph in the recent municipal elec­ 
tion. Mayor-elect Edward F. Dunne of 
Chicago came to New Ycrk yesterday 
and last night addressed a large m eet­ 
ing in Cooper Union under the au s­ 
pices 
of 
th** 
Municipal 
Ownership 
League of this city. 
He told how he 
expected to carry out his pledges made 
In his recent campaign in Chicago to 
attain municipal 
ownership, of the 
benefits, as he conceived them, of this 
city control of public utilities, and 
closed with congratulations to the lo­ 
cal league on being pioneers in the 
movement in New York. 
Judge Dunne said: 
“In my judg­ 
ment, in the second year of my term 
we will have real municipal ownership 
in Chicago.” 
Asked what tactics would be used 
in acquiring control of the railways, 
he replied: 
“If it cannot be done by 
fair aud just bargaining, we will be 
compelled to resort to the courts for 
condemnation proceedings, and they 
will be compelled to surrender the 


San Antonio, Tex., April 8,-—With 
the city covered with patriotic em ­ 
blems, a display of flags of all sizes, 
likenesses of the president in manx J utilities for the price that will be 
named in tho verdict. 
“If within a reasonable length of 
time aft *r the trial, verdict and judg­ 
ment. the rah road corporations do not 
surrender the utilities, the people of 
Chicago will confiscate their property, 
m n it in their own interest, and the 
railroad corporations can resort to the 
court of appeals, but in the meantime 
the people will have possession.

Chicago, April 8.— Members of the 
federal grand jury which is investigat­ 
ing the I eof trust wore placed in pos­ 
session of “inside information” by My­ 
ron C. Bah *r, auditor for the Boston 
elevated railroad and for two years 
private secretary to fbi ward C. Swift, 
vice president of Swift & Co. 
Mr. Ba­ 
ker v as question d 
for nearly two 
hours and is said to have furnished a 
great deal of information concerning 
the inner workings of the big meat­ 
packing firms. 
In answ er to questions, after leav­ 
ing the jury room, Mr. Baker declared 
he had told tho truth and that from 
the action ol the jurors it was appar­ 
ent to him that they had already de­ 
cided on what act.on will be taken 
against the packers. 
It vva3 also per­ 
sistently rumored about the federal of­ 
fices where the jury is sitting that 
preparations are being made to return 
indictments within a short time, but 
whether tho indictments will charge 
violation of the anti-trust laws, per­ 
jury or interference with w itnesses, 
could not be ascertained, 
“I believe 
the jurors have made up their minds 
in this matter,” said Mr. Baker, after 
he left the jury room. 
"They seem to thoroughly under­ 
stand the situation and we got along 
finely. 
I was not asked if anyone had 
approached me or anything along that 
line, so I suppose they know what I 
have been doing since I cam e to Chi­ 
cago.” 
‘‘Did you tell anything that might 
injure the cause of the packers?” Mr. 
Baker w as asked. 
“Yes, I think I did. 
I told every­ 
thing I knew and it was the truth. 
I 
testified for nl-inpt two hours.” 


Salt Lake City. Utah, April 8.— An 
injunction suit has been filed in the 
Third judicial district court asking the 
court to restrain the church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints and Jos.

The petition, after setting forth that 
the tithing paid by m em bers of the 
church amounts to $1,000,000 a year 
and that Joseph F. Smith, as trustee 
in trust for the church, has each year 
since his el jvation to the presidency 
invested fully half a million dollars in 
sugar factories, woolen mills, banks 
and 
other 
secular 
enterprises, 
and 
also to establish “estates and resi­ 
dences for the leaders and their fa­ 
vorites." which action the plaintiffs 
aver, is in violation of his trust, prays 
the court to declare the legal duty of 
Persident Smith with respect to the 
tithing and other funds entrusted to 
his care and the purposes for which 
they may be used. 
A temporary in­ 
junction is asked for to restrain the 
church and its presidency from invest­ 
ing the tithing funds and other church 
money in any business enterprise for 
profit, to be followed by a permanent 
injunction after final hearing.
